The bill makes it a crime punishable by 10 YEARS 
IN JAIL and $10,000 fine for anyone to BELIEVE IN, 
or ADVOCATE, or SUPPORT, or ASSOCIATE HIM- 
SELF WITH the PROGRAM of the Communist Party 
or anything resembling that program. This is what 
is being hidden by a conspiracy of silence or deliberate

The bill declares by legislative decree—without 
any proof—that the philosophy of Marxist socialism, 
and the demands of the Communist platform, con- 
stitute a plot to “establish a totalitarian dictatorship” 
in the U.S.A. (Sec. 2, par. 6). 


The bill proclaims the philosophy of communism 
or sdtialism a CRIME. It then compels all those who

Negro Killed, 
Sheriff Covers 
White Slayer 


SANDY HOOK, Miss, May 6.— 
Deputy Sheriff T. W. White re- 
ported today that a white man, 
whose name he “doesn’t remember,” 
shot and killed Hosea Carter, a 
Negro, last Sunday. 

White’s belated revelation said 
that Carter’s body was found early 
Sunday, with a shotgun wound in 
his chest and several smaller 
wounds. 

The slain Negro was accused by 
the sheriff of having tried to “break 
into” the home of the German war 
bride of a veteran identified only 
as. “Renfro.” 

White claimed 


that Carter, . his 


brother Willie and a third Negro, 


William Harris, had tried to enter 
the Renfro home while Renfro was 
away. 


The sheriff denied a lynch mob 


had slain Carter. His story was 
that Renfro and a “neighbor” en- 
tered the Carter home, that. Carter 


reached for a shotgun and that in 


the ensuing scuffle, the gun “went 
off.” 

White claimed the wounded Ne- 
gro nevertheless was able to leap 
out of the door and run fast enough 
to elude his white pursuers. 

Carter’s brother and Harris are 
in jail here for “safekeeping.” In 
an obvious incitement to lynch ac- 
tion, the sheriff said Carter’s mur- 
derer did what “any decent white 
man would have done,” and alleged 
that “feeling is running high”

STRIKE BEGAN APRIL 28 

The strike began April 26 fol- 
lowing a lockout by the association, 
which started April 2. The lockout, 
involving half of the 15,000 mem- 
bers of the CIO Furriers Joint 
Council, was instituted by the em- 
ployers to obtain the right to cut 
wages and arbitrarily discharge 
workers. 


Employers demanded the return 
to a double wage system, with low- 
er rates in effect from Jan. 1 to 
June 15, the industry’s slack sea- 
son. They also called for the 
right to eliminate workers and set 
new rates at lower levels at the 
end of each season. 

The double wage standard was 
removed from contracts in 1943 and 
the union has fought against its 
reestablishment. The union also 
charged that the right of discharge 
was sought by employers in order 
to weed out militant unionists. 


Sleep Knits Up the 


Raveled Stomach 

MOSCOW, May 6 (UP)—Three 
years of test cases have proved that 
prolonged sleep treatments may 
cure or ease stubborn ulcers, Lenih- 
grad Dr. I. O. Neimark reported 
today. 

Dr. Niémark, of the Medical Pe- 
diatric Institute, said prolonged 
sleep had been tried on 153 stomach 
and duodenal ulcer patients with 
good results in the majority of 
cases and complete disappearance 
of some ulcers. 

He said drugs were used to in- 
duce 16 to 22 hours of sleep over a 
12 to 20-day period. He emphasizes 
that the sleep treatment was used 
only in extreme cases which resist- 
ed other forms of treatment.

SEOUL, Korea, May 6 (UP) —- Kimm Kiusic, Korean elder statesman, today de- 
nounced the “corrupt” American Administration here, and said he opposed the United 
Nations-sponsored elections scheduled for next Monday in South Korea. Kimm, a moderate 


rightist considered to be Korea’s @ 


most influential politician, praised 
the work of Soviet occupation 
forces in North Korea while com- 
paring the Americans to the dis- 
honest Japanese” who ruled the is- 
land for 40 years. 

Kimm’s statement was especially 
embarrassing to U. S. occupation 
authorities, who hand-picked him 
to be president of South Korea's 
interim legislature. He resigned 
that post to attend a Korean unity 
conference in North Korea. Kimm 
returned to Seoul yesterday. 

Kimm said Korean factories in 
the north are in “much fuller pro- 
duction” than in the American 
zone. He hailed the Russians for 
“making themselves inconspicuous.” 
In South Korea, he said, the Amer- 
icans “meddle too much.“ 

“Much corruption exists in the 
present (U. S.) military govern- 
ment,” Kimm charged. “Several 
Americans have gone home rich.”

LONDON, May 6 (Telepress).—Strikes on a considerable scale took place in Spain 
throughout 1947 and are increasing in depth and force, according to reliable information 
released by the World Federation of Trade Unions. Mining, metals, textiles, furnaces and

“Millions of trade unionists are 
learning otherwise about the Taft- 
Hartley Act, as they feel the blows 
of court injunctions and see their 
wage standards and union security 
menaced,” said Dennis. 

Asked just how the Mundt Bill 
would outlaw the Communist Party, 
Dennis replied: 

“This is in reality a bill of at- 
tainder, although it seeks to get 
around the constitutional ban on 
such bills by avoiding use of the 
name “Communist Party.” The 
Mundt Bill just talks about some 
unnamed “communist political or- 
ganization.” But this ruse won't 
work—either in law or in common 
sense. Every one knows there is 
only one “communist political or- 
ganization” in the United States— 
and that ist he Communist Party.” 

[Editor’s Note: Bills of attain- 
der find specific men or organi- 


ies 


zations guilty by legislative fiat. 
They are banned by the British 
and American Constitutions. ] 

Dennis pointed out that “what is 
new in the Mundt Bill is the Hit- 
ler-like ‘definition’ of Communism 
and the attempt to decree that the 
Communist Party is ‘guilty’ of a 
“criminal conspiracy.” Their ver- 
sion of Communism in theory and 
action is made in their own image 
and is the antithesis of Communist 
principles and practice.”

Birth of a Nation — 
Infanticidal Welcome 


1232 HAS the world seen such a 
fantastic frenzy surrounding what 
ought to be a happy event—the birth of 
a new nation—as in the case of Palestine. 


In fact, it was going to be a double birth- 
day, a twin, a Jewish and an Arab nation. You 
might have expected an elaborate bustle over this 
unusual holiday. Gifts might have been . prepared 
for the newcomers, some modest cheer, at least cakes 
and wine. And perhaps some material contributions 
for the later upbringing and edu- 
cation of the young fledglings. 
1 Instead, we have a remarkable 
of imperialism, with aspects 
commentary on the whole system 
which are ludicrous as well as sin- 
ister. Imperialism, which has been 
defended for a century as the 
protector of the weak, as the 
God-ordained system, helping 
new nations come forward, is 
showing to the world how schem- 
ing, doublecrossing, evil and ra- 
pacious it can be. And not only Britain’s imperial- 
ism, but America’s too. 


„ 

T° BEGIN WITH, there has been a slight case 

of infanticide. Mighty and moral Britannia, 
in violation of secret treaties, covenants, declara- 
tions and agreements to sponsor an independent 
Arab state, has connived with the Arab relatives 
to murder Arab Palestine even before birth. Emir 
Abdullah of Transjordan is wielding the knife. 
And the knife is made of authentic steel from the 
famous Sheffield works. 

And see how they treat the Jewish baby, which 
has Outraged them all by its premature arrival and, 
most outrageous of all, its will to live and fight. 
Having signed the papers to give it a legitimate 
welcome last Nov. 29, the most powerful and pre- 
tentious of the interested parties, the United States, 
then quickly changed its mind. And the attempted 
murder began in earnest. * 


Bloodshed, they cried. You mustn't dare to stand 
on your own feet because blood is being shed, al- 
though it was they who had organized the blood- 
shed in the first place. It isn’t legitimate unless 
its peaceful, they shouted. But they refused to 
enforce the peace, since it might have involved 
them in honorable cooperation with the Soviet 
Union (an interested relative, too). Refusing to 
enforce the peace, they exploited the breaches of 
peace which they themslvés manufactured to 
threaten the emergent Jewish state. N

HEN CAME the commissions and the assemblies. 


The UN Assembly commission was sabotaged: 
the Security Council refused to back it. The Security 
Council set up its own truce commission. It got 
nowhere because they didn’t really want a truce: 
they wanted a technique of infanticide. 

A Special Assembly was called, to consider a 
Suardianship over the Jewish fledgling, which 
Was growing stronger every day and planning to 
claim its legitimate rights. The United States hesi- 
tated to push this plan since it required Britain 
to do the dirty work; Britain insisted on doing her 
own dirty work. The UN Trusteeship Council was 
involved in still another plan for a Jerusalem truce: 
but is such a truce enough when the real aim is to 
throttle all of Palestine. 

* 

A NOW where has this shameful rigmarole 

gotten us? The Jews are proceeding to pro- 
claim their state on May 16, within 10 days. They 
know they will have to contend with warfare from 
Britain’s mercenaries, but they figure they can hold 
their own. What faces them now are desperate 
State Department moves along the following lines: 

(a) The General Assembly is being pressed to 
suspend the legitimacy of the new state for at least 
six months, so that the State Department will have 
more time for its effort to reach a deal with 
Britain. 

(b) And the American Zionist leaders are of- 
fered the customary “carrots and élubs”: if they will 
come to terms with the United States, they can 
have 4,000 immigrants a month, and financial help. 
All they have to do is forego their legitimate rights 
te statehood. 

But, if they refuse to go along, then they are 
threatened with warfare via the Arabs, even threat- 
ened with the cutting off of funds contributed by 
sympathetic Americans; in other words, threatened 
with the treatment that the intractable states of 
eastern Europe are currently receiving. 

What a portrait of imperialism at its meanest 
the whole performance reveals! What a way to 

celebrate the birth of a new nation!

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CIO Words Vs. Deeds On 
Anti-Discrimination 
fa CONVENTION of the Socialist-run 
Textile Workers Union of America set 
a new low mark for the rapid decline of 
progressivism within the CIO’s right 
wing unions. The high command at the 
Atlantic City convention last week quieily withdrew 
a group of resolutions opposing racial discrimina- 
tion and segregation, condemning the KKK and 
and calling for anti-lynch legislation and an FEPC. 

Explaining to inquiring reporters why the 1,800 
delegates were not given achance . ao 
to vote upon the resolutions, 
President Emile Rieve, according 
to the Herald Tribune said the 
resolutions were controversial“ 
and some southern delegates 
would undoubtedly oppose them. 
He also supposed that there were 
some KKK members among the 
delegates. The resolutions were 
pigeonholed to the union’s execu- 
tive board. 

When I covered the TWUA convention two years 
ago, I judged that there weren't a score of Negro 
delegates in attendance. Bob Friedman, who cov- 
ered it this year, and other observers, assured me 
that there were fewer in evidence in 1948, although 
the number of delegates had increased. 

* 

The rightwing clique holding the TWUA by the 
throat today is more interested in avoiding offense 
to a few Klansmen in the union than in bringing 
Negroes into its ranks. Instead of progressing, the 
TWUA has gone backward on the issue. In past 
conventions the union had passed the type of reso- 
lutions it now withholds from delegates. 

This policy of appeasing reaction, far from help- 
ing, retards the union’s organizing work. It’s Dixie 
drive, by admission of the reports to the convention, 
is going at a snail’s pace. It is precisely in the 
South that the TWUA's modest claim of national 
membership increase (50,000) showed least prog- 
ress. Nationally the union still claims no more under 
contracts than 450,000—30 percent of the workers 
in the industry. The dues-paying membership is 
considerably lower.

The 30,000 Cl® members in the 
State are so “enthusiastic” over PAC that they gave 
it a grand, total of only $400 in the dollar drive. 
Moreover, locals with a third of the state’s members 
are for Wallace. 


The PAC, thereupon, decided to run a dance and 
sell blocks of tickets to locals. A predominantly. 
Negro local of the textile union, when approached, 
bought a block, paid for them, A ASKED FOR 
THE TICKETS. The reply was those tickets 
were for a white dance. A special one would be 
arranged for the Negroes for which tickets would 
be provided, they were told. : 

The local’s leaders yanked back the money fast 
and cautioned the PAC that if a jimcrow dance 
is arranged, they would blast it in the papers. 

Last December, Miranda Smith, leader of the 
Food and Tobacco Workers and one of the most 
able Negro women leaders in the South, saw what 
was up while she was a member of the state’s PAC. 
She noted a systematic policy to cut down repre- 
sentation in PAC for locals with predominantly 
Negro membership. Seeing the trend towards jim- 
crow politics, she walked out of PAC. 

The PAC has become so much a prisoner of. the 
Democratic Party that in the South it is yielding 
to white supremacists. Why should workers, Negro 
or white, give any money to an outfit like that? 
I am sure they’d rather give it to the Party of Wal- 
lace and Taylor—men who are really challenging 
jimcrow. 

Believe it or not, there is a CIO Anti-Discrimina- 
tion Committee. It is headéd by James B. Carey.

Reps. Arthur Klein (D-NY) and 
Leo Isacson (ALP-NY) also testi- 
fied against the bill. Rep. Adolph 
Sabath (D-Ill) a member of the 
Rules Committee, indicated by his 
questioning that he opposed the 
measure. 

Appearing in suuport of the bill 
were Rep. Karl Mundt (R-SD) 
and Richard Nixon (R-Cal), au- 
thors of the measure. Rep Rankin 
and other members of the Un- 
American committee were present. 

Klein said he spoke also on be- 
half of Reps. Emanuel Celler D- 
NY) and John Blatnik (D-Minn). 
He asked that the bill be sent back 
to the Un - American Committee 
for public hearings. When the sub- 
committee of the Un - American 
group held hearings, he said, it 
did not have this measure before 
it, and therefore no public hear- 
ings of any kind had been held on 
a measure which many believe un- 
constitutional. 

Rep. Isacson said the bill was 
not made public until last Saturday 
and that he did not see a copy 
until Monday, only four days be- 
fore this hearing. He said he had 
received letters from his constitu- 
ents, from the American Civil Lib- 
erties Union, and from the CIO, 
expressing opposition to the meas- 
ure. There has also been adverse 
comment in New York newspapers, 
he said.

Chat With Zack Taylor 


THE NEW MANAGER of the St. Louis Browns, Zack 
Taylor, leaned back against a post in the lobby of the 
Hotel New Yorker a short while before leaving for the 
Stadium and enjoyed some reminiscences of 1924—when I was an open 
mouthed youngster in the Ebbets Field bleachers, he was the receiving 
half of “Grimes pitching, Tayler catching for Brooklyn,” Uncle Robby 
couldn’t remember the lineups, the “Robins” won 15 straight in Sep- 
tember to just miss overhauling the Giants for the pennant, the 
crowds collected by the thousands outside the Brooklyn Citizen score- 
board to see the big inning by inning numbers go up (no radio, no 
television) and “It Had te Be You” was the song hit, first time around. 

Ah, nostaglia. .. . Wheat, Vance, High, Steck, Jacques Fournier— 
not a one of them born within 2 thousand miles of Brooklyn—each 
one endowed with the very spirit of that city within a city carrying 
its proud banner high inte Boston, Philly, Chicago, Cincinnati, St. 

. . « St. Louis, St Louis. 1948. It is 1948, isn’t it? And Zack 
Taylor, tall, spare, leathery is saying excuse me a second while he 
tells some of his ballplayers born in 1924 to get going for Yankee 
Stadium. 

Never was a new manager greeted with such outbursts of sym- 
pathy as Taylor. The Browns finished a poor, disorgnized last in 47. 
Then they sold most of their established ballplayers like Stephens, 
Kramer, Kinder, Muncrief, et al. 

“Someone said we'd be lucky te win 20 games this year,” 
Zack, Well, we have five of them already.” 


Lots of Hustle, Anyhow 


HOW DOES IT really look for the club, I ask, ready to contribute 
to the chorus of sympathy. 

Zack answers seriously. “It's too early to say just what kind of 
club we'll turn out to be, but I want to say the boys have hustle and 
spirit and want to w Nobody has hurt us yet and we've met some 
good pitchers. Some of ours have been hit hard, but lots of other 
pitchers in the league have been too. I think we have some boys who 
will develop as the season goes along.” 

Taylor is high on Dillinger, the slight third baseman who led 
both legues in stolen bases, fielded smartly and approached the .300 
mark in hitting. He was considered the one who wouldn’t be let go 

He pointed out that there are 19 players on the squad he’s never 
even seen before. As for a question on his managerial tactics— 

“We hold lots of meetings,” he begins, “You know I think one 
of the reasons Billy Southworth is such a successful manager is the 
way he’s always holding meetings with his players. Well, I guess 
right now we hold more meetings than any team in baseball. 

“I figure if you want beys te de something, you have te let them 
know what to do, and the best way te do that is to talk about it. You 
can’t meet separately with them, that is you can te an extent, but 
it’s very hard with 25 or so players. Se we meet together and talk 
things over. Maybe everybody doesn’t get something out of it, but 
some certainly do.” 

How do the meetings work out, I ask. 
lately). . 

“Well,” explains Zack, “I'm not the only one who talks. Every- 
body with an opinion expresses it. They SHOULD express it. The 
players have responsibilities to carry out on the fleld the way I see 
it and so far they’ve been up to it.” 


No Predictions as Yet 


“WHERE WELL FINISH it isn’t fair to guess about now. We 
play one at a time and give nothing away to any team any day. No, 
these kids aren’t overawed by the Yanks or Indians, or big names. 
They haven't shown me that they are, anyhow. They don't aim to 
finish last, let’s say that anyhow.” 

As for the rest of the league, Zack felt here too it was early for 
opinions that meant anything. Undoubtedly, he felt, the Yanks, 
Red Sox, Indians and Tigers were ‘the big four and would probably 
comprise the first division in some order. 

He did like Cleveland very much on what the Browns have seen 
of them. “Lou Boudreau thinks he has the best club he ever had 
and I think he’s right,” he said. “And he himself is a wonderful player.” 

Zack put in a plug for Larry Doby, whom he thinks has every- 
thing to make a star when he settles down and gains experience. 
“He made a great throw against us that hurt ‘plenty. I guess he’s

as fast a man as there is in the league. And he's gonna hit some 


long abils.” 

Taylor wasn’t around when the Browns gave two Negro players 
an abortive trial last summer and knows nothing of it, he says.
